Council refuses Daily dough

Students' Council voted 
overwhelmingly last night 
against a proposal to give the 
Dally a subsldary budget of 
$5,000 with no controls at- 
tached. Instead, Council 
passed a motion requesting the 
Daily prepare three alternative 
budgets, based on publishing 
two, three and four times a 
week, with none of the budgets 
exceeding $5,000. The budgets 
are to be submitted to either 
Council or the Executive Com- 
mittee for approval with the 
understanding that further 
money given to the Dally will be 
the final allocation of funds for 
the 1977-78 fiscal year. 

VP University Affairs Neil 
Wiener urged Council to accept 
the "no controls" proposal, and 
read a letter from Director of 
Athletics Bob Dubeau, who 
expressed gratitude to the 
Daily's sports section, which 
he feels Is essential to McGIII's 
Athletic Department. Wiener 
added that the Dally provided 
the campus with an essential 
means of communication. 

He also appealed to Council 
at "look at it from a purely self- 
ish perspective", noting that 
Council elections and const I- 
tional référendums slated for 
next month will suffer from 
poor turnouts if they cannot be 
properly advertised in the 
"Dally". "We cannot overesti- 
mate how harmful and deleter- 
ious It would be to the Stu- 




newspaper in the British Com 
monwealth was at stake. She 
also pointed out that a drop in 
frequency of publication would 
mean a drop in advertising 
revenue. As well, Robinson 
said that some of the money 
saved by publishing on less 
than a dally basis would be 
spent in informing advertisers 
and would Imply "many other 
hcisslos 11 

StudSoc President Terry 
Reed said the loss of the Daily 
"would be harmful to campus 
life". However, Reed does not 
want to "penalize students for 
next year by leaving them with 
a deficit of $5,000." Reed sug- 
gested the Dally should cut 
down its number of issues and 
try to come under its $60,000 
budget, because "the way the 
Daily budget goes, so goes the 
annual budget." 

Reed expressed concern for 
the Students' Society's reputa- 
tion and the possible harm that 
a $5,000 deficit would do to it. 
In 1975 the student government 
of Andrew Yearwood was ous- 
ted from office for financial 
mismanagement. Reed said 
that "the McGIII's Students' 
Society's name was dragged 
through the mud two years ago 
because of continual deficits." 
Wiener said it was not fair to 
compare a possible $5,000 
deficit to the gross misman- 
agement of- the Yearwood ad- 
ministration. 

StudSoc Executive Director 
Ron Lerman said It was too 
early to- tell . If the Students' 
Society would have a $5,000 
deficit if it granted the money 
to the Dally. According to Ler- 
man, "No one can project so 
early in the year." 

Reed said that "We (Council) 
are In the driver's seat right 
now." He urged the councillors 
to "recognize your responsibil- 
ity to students". 

Wiener's "no controls" pro- 
posal was then voted down, 
and the "three budgets option" 
was passed.

McMahon, were mandated by the Student Council last night to rule on a supplementary budget 
proposal to enable the Dally to continue publication until the end of the academic year. The Daily 
Editorial Board has decided to submit one budget, instead of four as requested by the Council, 
asking for an additional subsidy of $5000. 

. Among faculties not represented at last night's Council meeting are: Medicine, Education and 
Dentistry. The debate on the financial situation of the Dally consumed half of the meeting time; 
other items discussed include: gratitude to the StudSoc "Super staff", reasons behind one of their 
"superstates" resignation, granting of an advertising budget to the Multiple Sclerosis Committee 
and the condemnation of the Quebec government for "playing politics with the articulated concerns 
of Quebec students.

Members of the Daily Editor- 
ial Board responded with dis- 
belief and harsh criticism to 
last night's Students' Council 
decision to deny the daily 
newspaper a subsidiary budget 
of $5000. Editor-in-chief Daniel 
Boyer Indicted the all-but- 
unanimous vote as a short- 
sighted decision. "They pos- 
ited the problem In strictly 
financial terms. According to 
conversations, I have had with 
Students' Society Comptroller 
Jon Shifman, the Students' 
Society budget won't neces- 
sarily break even whether or not 
the Daily is granted a budget. 
They should have weighed 
giving us $5000 against the 
services a daily paper provides 
to students," he said. 

Although she was glad to see 
Council recognize the need for 



a student newspaper, Mana- 
ging Editor Jennifer Robinson 
Interprets the Council decision 
as a personal vendetta. "The 
decision was not a rational one, 
but based on personal mo- 
tives," she stated. 

Commenting on Council's 
demand that the Daily present • 
the Executive Committee with 
three alternative budgets based 
on publishing two, three and 
four times weekly, Robinson 
stressed that the Dally can't 
possibly allow the Executive 
Committee to determine the 
frequency of publication, as 
such a move would constitute 
an infringement on editorial 
freedom. Boyer added that 
"Council i merely passed the 
buck to the Executive Commit- 
tee." 

News Editor Ellen McKeough 
feared that the Council deci- 



sion may Influence the Ad Hoc 
Publications Board, which will 
determine whether the Daily's 
publishers or its editors will 
control editorial policy. "Since 
Council has, for now, resolved 
that the publishers control 
Dally policy, I hope the Publi- 
cations Board doesn't endorse 
that decision." . 

Editor of the French Edition 
Marie Poirier called the deci- 
sion "a dangerous precedent", 
adding that editorial freedom 
includes "choosing how often 
and how many pages we can 
publish." 

McKeough attacked Council 
claims that the Daily deficit 
was a debt to posterity. "When 
they talk about the $5000 deficit 
they'll pass on to future stu- 
dents, they don't realize that 
they should worry about this

tant political moves aimed at 
garnering votes." 

VP University Affairs Neil 
Wiener proposed a motion that 
Council inform the Minister of 
Education that Council opposes 
a recent recommendation of the 
Parti Québécois' National Coun- 
cil. According to Wiener's 
proposal the National Council 
of the PQ has recommended to 
the provincial government that 
the teaching of English In 
Quebec's French schools 
should begin only at the high 
school level. The motion states 
that "the learning of English by 
French students Is not a threat 
to French language or culture," 
and that the "learning of 
English can only be beneficial 
to the French student, given 
the realities of economic life in 
North America." 

The Council approved in 
principle to Incorporate the 
Students' Society. In a recent 
dispute with Lyons Food Com- 
pany, a judge ruled that the 
Students' Society is a "body 
politic" and thus liable to be 
sued. Therefore, StudSoc 
wants to Incorporate to earn the 
ability to sue others. 

Several amendments to the 
Students' Society constitution 
were tabled. Under the present 
Constitution the Executive Is 
elected by the Council. The

year's needs and let next year's 
Council worry about next year." 

Boyer reaffirmed his support 
for "the editorial board's cou- 
rageous decision to continue 
its self-imposèd restraint mea- 
sures." For Instance Dally 
editors resolved to forego re- 
munerations, he added. "And 
any cutbacks Imposed on the 
Dally should come from. Its 
staff and not from an external 
bodyl'^: 

Boyer explained his position 
with the statement that "the 
level of discussion at Council 
demonstrated" that councillors 
aren't familiar with the prob- 
lems of daily publication. But 
more Importantly, we have a 
tradition of staff autonomy and 
democracy developed over the

Protest 




Devoting today's issue to the Daily's financial problems was a 
difficult decision to take. There are much more important topics — 
- ntcr Carnival,' differential fees, the Angers Commission on 
universities, student unemployment — to discuss in the Dally, than 
McGill's student newspaper. But last night's Students' Council 
meeting may lead to the crippling of the newspaper's capacity to 
report on those topics and could cancel the newspaper altogether. 

■Students who work on the Daily are the first to recognize that the 
newspaper-is not always a popular entity on campus. However, a 
newspapercannot abandon itsduty to raisecontrpverslal issues and 
inform studentsoftheissues that concern them not only as scholars 
but as citizens. The students who work on the Daily demand of their 
elected representatives the means to delve into matters that are too 
often neglected by those representatives. 

Last night, Council refused to gran t the Daily an additional subsi- 
dy of SSOOOto continue publishing until thcond of the academic year. 
Instead, they -passed the buck' on to the Executive Committee to 
consider a supplementary budget. They requested that the. Daily 
submit three additional budgets based on different publishing 
schedules, thus giving the Executive Committee the right to 
determine frequency of publication. Frequency of publication is 
clearly an editorial prerogative as it affects the scope of the Daily's 
coverage. The newspaper cannot accept this type of tampering 
with its freedom if it is to continue to explore the topics that so 
greatly affect students and education at McGIII and in Quebec. 

The Daily Is also very concerned that Council regarded this issue 
as primarily a financial matlerand did not discussat any length what 
their decision means to the role and quality of the newspaper. 
Although we recognize that financial matters must be considered, 
we find it difficult to accept that our elected representatives limit 
themselves to such a narrow viewpoint. 

The Editorial Board of the Daily, af terhaving weighed finances and 
the role of the student newspaper at. McGill, resolved to reject the 
"three-budget option". Instead, we reiterate our decision to give up 
remuneration and other items, to publish only four times weekly 
until March 23, and to publish on a weekly basis between March 23 
and April 19. The Dally will submit to the executive committee a 
request for an additional $5000 subsidy to enable the newspaper to 
provide an essential service to McGill.

amendments propose that the 
President and the VPs Internal 
and External be elected by 
direct vote of the student body. 
The constitutional amend- 
ments would create a bigger 
council, an Ombudsman of the 

Students' Society, methods of 
impeaching StudSoc officers 
and councillors, and a more 
precise outline of the duties of 
the Vice-presidents. ; 

The Executive Director was 
mandated to borrow up to 
$28,000 to purchase modern 
equipment for the Society's 
typesetting shop. StudSoc Ex- 
ec Director Ron Lerman said 
that the new machinery would 
reduce the personnel needed in 
Typesetting, and allow the 
operation to exploit more mar- 
kets. • 

The constitutions of three 
new student groups were rati- 
fied by Council. The Arab 
Students' Society, the McGill 
Student Zionists, and the Luba- 
vitch Youth Organization of 
McGill received formal recogni- 
tion from the StudSoc, but 
none of them will be funded.

I strongly hope that 
the Students' Society will be in 
a position to make additional 
funds available to the Daily in 
order that publications can 
continue until the end of the 
Winter term.

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Fpr Daily staffers, criticism, 
debate and development are a 
vital part of putting but the 
paper everyday. Yet it is the 
part least seen by the readers 
and most misunderstood by the 
publishers. Contrary to what 
some letters have suggested 
and some councillors have 
uttered, our internal discus- 
sions generally centre around 
how we can best inform McGill 
students in a fair way. 

However, we seldom ask our- 
selves if we're popular. Rather 
we ask ourselves if we 
thought-provoking and if we 
stimulate debate — in short if 
our material is interesting and 
challenging enough to be dis- 
cussed. The worst fate of any 
student. newspaper, we feel, is

ference. Better to be the centre 
of informative controversy than 
to come and go without a 
ripple. 

At a time when the Daily's 
existence is . in question, we 
would like to tell the readers 
what we see as the Daily's 
successes and failures this 
year. 

News 

News coverage has been 
generally good. With stories 
ranging from pinball machines, 
the Blood Drive and Differential 
fees to rodents invading the 
ghetto. But in spite of our 
extensive reporting' we still 
receive complaints that we lack 
campus news! Expanding our 
"Around Campus" section and 
holding regular meetings with 
heads of clubs, societies and 
Faculty Unions may help us 
keep in touch with happenings 
at McGill. 

Our shortcomings in news 
reporting falls into one princi- 
pal area. We have done very 
little original investigation into 
McGill. Studying and analyzing 
what McGill Is all about Is 
perhaps the best way the Daily 
could serve the McGIII com- 
munity; yet, at this point in the' 
year we have nothing to show 
except a lot of good intentions 
which never materialized. 

One positive step towards 
better communication among 
anglophone and francophone 
students was taken this Sep- N 
tember with the inception of | 
our .weekly French edition and b 
our active participation in the 2 
founding of the Presse Etu- c 
diante Nationale, an organiza- jï 
tion regrouping francophone g- 
student papers in Quebec, m 
Despite an initially warm recep- 
tion, on and off campus, the 
decision to publish in French 
may have been unwise due to 
the financial implications of 
this controversial action*. 
Features 

The feature stories in the 
Daily, as a rule, have been well 
written and fully substantiated, 
but while we have no quarrel 
with the quality of the features 
we have questioned their rele- 
vance to McGill students. We 
ran articles we hope were of 
interest to all McGill students 



public transportation in Mon- 
treal, assessments of the stu- 
dents' movements, are a few of 
the topics covered. 

But while we feel that the 
features we did run were 
generally good, we are aware 
that we probably overempha- 
sized some subjects — Québec 
City's policy moves, municipal 
politics — and neglected other 
important areas. 

Comments 
The last category of articles 
in the Daily, comments and 
are editorial columns, have been 
the most constructive facet of 
our copy. Many comments per- 
taining to timely, news items 
relevant to students triggered 
debate on Campus and have 
.steadily improved since Sep- 



However, some depended 
more on sarcasm than analysis 
to attract positions taken by 
individuals. Sarcasm Is a legi- 
timate editorial tool, but not 
when used exclusively in place, 
of sound arguments. 

We try to make the Daily as 
close to being a collective 
effort as possible. Members of 
the Editorial Board can be 
criticized and, if necessary 
removed from their position at 
any time by the staff. The staff 
decides the general direction of 
the paper and makes policy 
decisions. One such policy 
decision Is to. remain a dally 
while taking some emergency 
measures until the financial 
crisis is over. We hope our 
readers will support the news- 
paper.

The Students' Society employs over twenty people — 
secretaries, waiters and waitresses, accounting personnel and 
people who work in the typesetting shop in the Union basement. 

Not many people at McGill are aware that four years ago, the 
Students' Society established a professional profit-making 
typesetting shop, capable of handling newspapers, magazines, 
posters and any type of job that McGill students could possibly 
desire. 

Last summer, Typesetting employed four people to work the 
night shift, when the Dally Is produced, and agreed to employ 
them until April. 

At last night's Council meeting, when the question of the 
Society's obligation to their employees was raised, Council 
members brushed it off — the job security of four Typesetting 
employees, the Dally ad manager and her secretary, the ad 
mark-up person, and the proofreader, was not discussed. 

For student politicians to treat the Society's employees with 
such disregard — to brush off the job security of eight people with 
such ease, is deplorable. The Students' Society has a long history 
of disrespect for their workers' rights; one would think that 
students should be slightly more humane in that area. Apparently, 
McGIII has taught them well. Jennifer Robinson
